of time, even to eternity itſelf, as appears 
from the cloſe of it; the Lord ſhall reign for 


ever and ever: a ſong, the like to which 


will be ſung: by: the church and people of 


God in the latter day, upon a ſimilar occa- 

fion ; the deſtruction of Egypt, ſpiritually or 
| myſtically ſo called; the ruin of the anti- 
_ chriſtian Pharaob ; the conqueſt that will be

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and the ſong of the Lambꝰ: and indeed chis 
ſong of Moſes and the children of Ifrael, at 
the Red Sea, may with ſufficient propriety be 


called the ſong of the Lamb, or of Chriſt;

it, and to whom it is ſung; he being the re- 
deemer of Iſrael, in a literal ſenſe, and the 


author of that ſalvation, the praiſe of which 
they now celebrated. He is the angel of the 


Lord, (for Jehovah the Father is never ſo 


called) who appeared to Moſes in the burning 
buſh, and ſent him to Pharaoh. to demand 
the diſmiſſion of the children of Iſrael; and 
it was he that did all the ſigns and wonders 
by him in the land of Egypt, and in the 
plains of Zoan; it was he that brought Iſrael 
from thence, and went before them in a pil- 
lar of cloud by day, and in a pillar of fire 
by night. He is the ſame angel of the Lord, 
that went before the camp of Iſrael, who re- 


moved behind them at the Red Sea, and look - 


ed through the pillar upon the Egyptians, 
troubled their hoſt, took off their chariot- 
wheels, returned the waters of the ſea upon 
them, and covered and drowned them in it ; 


on account of all which this ſong is directed 


to him; and all the characters in it agree 


with him. He is the frength and ſong of 


his. people, in whom they have peace and 
Joy, righteouſneſs and 3 he is be- 
come their Aalen, the author of ſpiritual _

He 
is preferable to all others for the holineſs of 
his nature, both divine and human, in which 
he is glorious; and fof the matter of his 
praiſe, the glories and excellencies of his 
perſon, the bleſſings of his grace, and the 
great things done by him; in many of which 
e is fearful, tremendous and terrible, and 
in all to be feared and reverenced: and for 
his works which he did both before and in 
his incarnate ſtate; which are wonders, amaz- 
ing and ſurpriſing, and eſpecially the great 
work of our redemption : and he it is that had 
led forth the people of Mael out of Egypt, 
in mercy ; and was leading them into Canaun's 
land, and guiding them thither in his rengtb;

The latter part from thence 
is wholly prophetic, and contains a prediction 15 
of future events; of the dread of 1frael that 
ſhould fall on ſeveral nations as they paſſed 
along, who would hear what great things 
had been done for them, and by them; and 
of their quiet and eaſy paſſage over the river 
of Jordan into the land of Cangen; and of 


their firm and ſure ſettlement in it, 5. 14 


2 7. all which had its certain accompliſhment, 
It is ſaid, the people ſhall hear and be afraid; 
that is, the nations of the world in general; 
for- the affair of the plagues of Egypt, and 
of the deliverance of the children of 1&ael 
from thence, their paſſage through the Red 
Sea, and the drowning of Pharaoh and his 
army in it, were heard all over the world, and 
ſtruck a panic in all the nations of it; ſee 
Deut. ii. 25. ſorrow ſſ all take hold on the aba. 
bitants of Paleſtina; the land of the e op 
adjoining to Canaan, and through whi 
the common way, the road of the 1{-achites 
hy to it; and ſo they would be, and were in 
great concern leſt wks ſhould ſuffer by them: 
then the dukes of Edom ſhall be amazed; the 
people of Idumea, then governed by dukes;

8 indeed we read of ſome, that deny the Lord 
that bought them, and bring upon themſelves 
fwrft defiruftion* ; but it is not clear that our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt is there meant, or the pur - 
chaſe of his blood there ſpoken of; but ra- 
ther, that the God of Mrael is intended, and 
his peculiar dealings in providence with that 
people, on account of which he is ſaid to 
buy them: but ſuppoſing that Chriſt and his 
_ purchaſe are deſigned, this may be underſtood 
dot of his real purchaſe of thoſe who were 
eventually deſtroyed, - but of their former 
profeſſion of him as the Lord that had bought 
them, which they ſuppoſed and claimed, 
though it was not really ſo. The people of

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with all they have, and had they the whole 


world, and all that is in it in their poſſeſſion, 


they would not be able, to purchaſe one ſingle 
foul, or give a ſufficient ranſom-price for it :

the ſouls of men; even a great multitude 


out of all nations, kindred, people, and 
tongues, which no man can number. But 
I procced to conſider, a6 


II. The paſſage of this chefs reaple 


over Jordan's river, or thro' the ford of 
death; and the neceflity of it, and their 


ſafety in it. 

1. Death is a paſſage from this world to 
another, out of time into eternity. It is a 
going from hence elſewhere : ſays our Lord, 
the fon of man goeth ; that is, he is about to 


die, as it is determined *; which is going 


the way of all the earth ; and he expreſſes 
his own death by departing out of the world, 
and going to the Father ; and the apoſtle 
Paul ſignifies his defire to die in the ſame 


language; namely, to depart, and to be with 


Chriſt, which is far better than to ſtay in 
this world. Death is like taking a Ne 
or a voyage, and it is a long one; it is

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one it is; for he goes the way, and to the 
place whence he ſhall return no more; the 
place that knew him, or the people of it 
ſhall know him ne more there; he'll not 
return to the ſame place, ſituation, and cir- 
cumſtances in which he was before. Death 
is ſometimes repreſented as a paſtage thro' a 
low, loneſome, and dark valley; tbo I walk 
thro the valley of the ſhadow of death, I will 
fear no evil; and here the emblem is, paſ-- 
ſing over a river, and croſſing from ſhore 
to ſhore, wading in the midſt of it; in order 
to get to land; particularly a paſſing over 
the river Jordan to get into Ganaar's* land. 
2. This paſſage is altogether neceſſary; it 
muſt be, there is no avoiding it: it is the 
way that all men go, all the inhabitants of 
the earth, high and low, rich and poor, 
bond and free, good and bad; it is become 
neceſſary by the decree of God, which is 
unfruſtrable: ft 7s appointed for men, for men 
in general, for all men once to die, or to 
go thro' a change equivalent to it. This is. 
the ſtatute-law of heaven, and muſt be 
obeyed : the grave is the houſe appointed for 
all iying'* ; and all are brought unto it, and 
laid in it: tho! the grave of ſome is very 
different from that of others; yet there are 
78 | re- 
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receptadles for the duſt of all, into which 


they are conveyed ; and good men as well as 


others ate brought to the duſt of death : and 


there is a neceſſity of it; the time drew nigh 
that Iſrael muſt die *:; ; that truly good man, 


that plain, honeſt hearted man Jacob; that 
gracious man, ſo powerful and prevalent in 


prayer, rael; he muſt die as other men, as 


his anceſtors. Abrabam and Iſaaò before him 


did; and the time was juſt at hand, ac- 


cording to the courſe of nature, and by the 
appointment of God, when he muſt ſubmit 
to the ſtroke of death: and this is the caſe 
of all, the moſt pious and uſeful; | your” fa» 
thers, where are they? they are all gone 
from hence; they have all paſſed over For- 


dan; they are all departed into another world, 
an endlefs eternity: and the propbets do they 


live for ever!? no, they live but a ſhort 


time; when they have done their work they 
were ſent to = they are called home to 


their father's houſe, to inherit the promiſes. 


Indeed the death of good men is different 
from that of others; different in the manner 
of their dying, being in faith, in hope, in 


comfort; and different in the iflue and end 
of it, eternal life and happineſs: hence Ba- 
laam a wicked man, defiled to die the death 


of the: righteous, and that his Ia end might 


be

be like his ®, but die they do, and muſt 
and even tho Chriſt has died for them, and 
by dying has aboliſhed death. Thro' Chriſt's 
death indeed they become dead to fin, and 
live unto righteouſneſs; they live a ſpiritual 
life, which will never be extinct ; they will 


never die the ſecond death; but then they 


are not exempted. by Chriſt's death from a 
corporal one ; they are delivered from it as a 
penal evil; it is not a cutſe, but a bleſſing 
to them ; the ſting of it is taken away, and 
they receive no hurt and damage by it; yea 
it is of advantage to them, as they hereby 
get rid of a body of fin and death; and as it 
is an outlet from ſorrow and diſtreſs, and 
an inlet to everlaſting peace and joy. How- 
ever it is neceſſary and unavoidable; as there 
was no other way for the Iſraelites. to enter 
into the land of Canaan, but by paſſing over 
the river Jordan; there is no other way of 
going to heaven, of entering into the ever- 
laſting reſt: into eternal life, but thro the 
ford of death: I ſay there is no other way 
in the ordinary courſe of things; for tho 
there have been two perſons, and but two, 
Enoch and Elijab, who went to heaven by 


a tranſlation and aſſumption of ſoul and body 


at once, yet theſe were extraordinary in- 
ſtances ; andeven theſe paſſed thro' a change 


ſamewhat ſimilar to death, as thoſe will, £7

that will be found alive at the perſonal 


coming of Chriſt; but tho' this is, and will 
be the caſe of 1 the Lord 8 purchaſed peo-

3. This their paſſage | is b with the 
utmoſt ſafety; there is no danger in it, no 
evil is to be feared from it: as all zhe people 
of: Iſrael . N clean over Jordan *, perfectly, 
completely 8; not one was loſt or miſſing 


in the paſſage” over it; fo all Chriſt's pur=_ 


chaſed people paſs ſafely thro' death to eter- 
nal glory; none ever were loſt in it; nor 
will any be miſſing at the great day, when 
Chriſt makes up his jewels; and takes the 
account of them, to ſee that all are fafe. 
There's nothing of the faints loſt at or by 
death; not even their bodies; tho' the dead 


are ſaid to be not ?, yet they are not anni- 


hilated 5 they are not in the land of the 
living, nor in the fame form and condition 


they were; but they are not reduced to no- 


thing; they are indeed returned to duſt, 
from whence they were; but then that duſt 


is ſomething: and the duſt of the ſaints is 


precious duſt; and is under the fpecial and 


peculiar care of Chrift ; who engaged, agree- 


able to the. will and injunction of his divine 
| 4; Fa- 
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Father, to beth. it up again at the laſt day*; 


and this is his fixed reſolution and determi- 


nation, I will ranſom tbem from the power 


of the grave, I will redeem them from deatbb᷑: 
and this will be done at the laft day; theſe 
dead men ſhall live again; - and as ſure as 


Chriſt's dead body was raiſed again, ſo ſure 
(ball their's, and be faſhioned like to his 


glorious body. The dead in Chriſt, upon 
his appearance, will riſe firſt; and happy 


thoſe, that will have a part in this firſt re- 


re in ; they ſhall live and reign with 


Chriſt a 610 years, and the ſecond death 
ſhall have no power over them; and when 


it will moſt clearly appear that they have 


been no loſers, but gainers by Jenks; their 


corruptible, diſhonourable, weak and natural 


bodies being raiſed incorruptible, glorious, 
powerful and ſpiritual ones: and as at death 
their bodies are not leſt, and in the iſſue

continue ina ſeparate ſtate until the reſur-

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rection- morn; when they will be all brought 
with Chriſt, and be re-united to their bodies, 


and live for ever with him: ſo that tho' all 
the Lord's purchaſed people paſs thro' Jor- 
dan's river, they all come ſafe at laſt in ſoul 
and body to Canaans land; nor ſhall any 
one of them be loſt or miſſing ; they are 
ordained to eternal life, and ſhall poſleſs it; 
whom God predeſtinates he glorifies ; they 
are put into the hands of Chriſt, and are 
under, his care, and he has engaged to keep 
them, and does keep them, and will preſent 
every one of them to his Father, ſaying, , 
J and the children thou haſt given me * ; they 


are purchaſed with the price of Chriſt's 
blood, and his blood ſhall not be ſhed, nor 


the price of it paid in vain ; they are united 
to him, and are one with him, and becauſe 
he lives, they ſhall live alſo © ; they have his 


' ſpirit and grace as the carne of their in- 
 beritance, until the redemption of the purchaſed 


poſſeſſion * ; wherefore there' is no danger, 
nor need there be any fear in their paſſage 
to heaven and glory : and even were there 


a ſhipwreck in it, as in death there is none, 
_ tho” in life there may, with reſpect to trou- 


bles and diſtreſſes; there may be what is 
ſimilar to one ; yet like Pau! and the ma- 
riners with him in ſuch a circumſtance, ſome 
on-board, and ſome on broken pieces of the

u.. That for: the moſt 1 or W 
ſpeaking, the purchaſed people of Chriſt 
have a quiet and comfortable paſſage over 
the ford of death, into the land of promiſe 
and reſt. As when the children of J1/raet 
went out of Egypt, not a dog was ſuffered 
to move its tongue againſt them; nor any 
perſon to give them the leaſt moleſtation and 
diſturbance; ſo when they paſſed over Jor- 
dan's river to go into the land of Canaan, 
none of the Canaanites appeared to ſtop their 
pallage, or diſpute it with them, but were 

as ſtill as a flone till they paſſed over; and 
win 'they heard what a wonderful paſſage 
they had, the waters of Jordan being dried 
up until they were clean paſſed over, their 
hearts melted within them. And ſo it is 
commonly with the faints in the hour of 
death; their ſpiritual enemies who have given 
them ſo much uneaſineſs in life, are not ſuf- 
fered to diſtreſs them in weir laſt moments.

ture, which dwell ! in them, and are of all 
the worſt enemies they have; for a man's 
enemies are the men of bis own bouſe* , as theſe.

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enmity to him, and give him a great deal of 
trouble and vexation; they hinder him from 
doing the pod he would, and put him upon 
and urge him to do the evil he would not;

captivity to the law of fn; which greatly 
grieves him, and makes him cry out, 0 
epretched man that Tam, who ſhall deliver me 
From the body of this death ? But the believer 
perceiving his diſſolution N ni 25 Py ples 
deliverance from it through Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord; which makes him thankful, ar fills 
him with a joy unſpeakable and full of glory. 
Now- he ſees thoſe Egyptians that made his 
life bitter, and brought him into bondage, 
and induced a ſpirit of bondage on him, all 
dead on the ſea-ſhore; having no power over 
him, and much leſs any influence to bring 
him into condemnation and death; now, thoſe 
croaking toads, as Dr. Goodwin * called; them 
in his dying hour, he finds-and feels falling off 
from him; and in a ſhort time will hear no 
more their croaking language, or their diſ- 
agreeable noiſe and ſound : nor is he in any 
fear from them, having a comfortable view 
of the free and full forgiveneſs of his fins . 
thro' the. blood of Chriſt; and of his juſtiſi-

cation before God, and acceptance with him 
thro his pure and perfect righteouſneſs. 

2. An evil heart of unbelief is often very 
diſtrefling to the ſaints in their preſent ſitua- 
tion : unbelief is a fin that eaſily beſets them ; 
entwines about them, and entangles them ; 
inſinuates itſelf into them, and greatly be- 
reaves them of their peace and comfort, and 

God of his glory. Their unbelieving hearts, 
by reaſon of ſin, condemn them, and fill 
them with doubts and fears concerning their 
ce.ternal ſtate, and make them very uneaſy and 
uncomfortable; though God 7s greater than 
their heart, and knows all things; what love 
he has in his heart towards them; what pro- 
viſion he has made in covenant for them, and 
the great ſalvation his Son is the author of 
on their account. But often ſo it is, when 
they come upon their dying beds, their un- 
belief goes off, their doubts and fears are 

_ diſſipated, and their faith increaſes, and fo 
their ſpiritual peace and joy in believing ; and 
they are able to ſay with the apoſtle, I know 
whom I have believed, and I am perſuaded 
that he is able to keep that which ] have com- 
mitted unto him againſt that day* : and tho 
there may not be in all dying faints the like 
degree and exerciſe of faith, or ſuch as 
amounts to a full aſſurance, or holy triumph 
of it; yet there are ſome actings of it, and

and comfort: rheſe all died in faith; in the

of theſe things, is e with ſpiritual joy 
and comfort; and this the good man has in 
his death : for when the N is dri ven

3. Satan is a very buſy adyerſary with his

and powers: and if in the land of peace 
wherein he truſted; he has been wearied and 
diſtreſſed in a time of health and outward.
